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A DAY IN WILLIAMSBURG

N the days when the puritanical New Englanders 
were frowning upon mirth and taking life as un- 
comfortably as possible, the gay Virginians were 
importing the first theatrical company, were sending 

their children to dancing school, were living like lords, 

and taking life generally as a rather cheerful business. 

That this leaning towards levity produced perhaps as 

good citizens as the sterner methods the records of Will- 

iam and Mary College would alone suffice to indicate; 
since it graduated along with Revolutionary soldiers, at- 
torneys-general, congressmen, senators, governors, 
judges, commodores, cabinet officers, and a chief-justice, 
four signers of the Declaration and four presidents of 
the United States. Williamsburg, the lively little 
capital in which the college stood, became when the time 
came to test its mettle, a veritable “cradle of liberty.” 
By some sort of political fiction Williamsburg is still 
called a city. Happily for the lover of quiet and quaint- 
ness and courtesy it is not a city but merely an old town 
whose whisperings of a mildly frivolous yet intense past 


have not been drowned in the roar of modern progress. 

It commenced life as a small straggling village called 
Middle Plantation, situated midway between the York 
and the James Rivers. This Middle Plantation was 
selected in 1698 as the capital of his British Majesty’s 
colony of Virginia and named, of course, for the King. 
Immediately it became the center of whatever the colony 
could boast of wealth and culture ; and considering that 
the region was scarcely yet reclaimed from the wilder- 
ness, it contained a surprising amount of these two 
attributes of civilization. No wonder its inhabitants 
fondly deemed it a miniature London. It was the seat 
of the Governor’s Palace, of the House of Burgesses 
(the capitol), of the second oldest college in the new 
world, of the first theatre, of the first and for a long time 
only, newspaper in the colony, and of the residences of 
many families prominent in our early history. But after 
the Revolution a gentle drowsiness, which will probably 
go uninterrupted till the last trump sounds, settled over 
the place, and the days when Williamsburg was the

center of fashion and politics became but a memory. 

To the student of Colonial architecture a more ap- 
pealing spot does not exist. There are statelier resi- 
dences scattered throughout the land, there are else- 
where better examples of church building; but here is 
a whole village—and the best village of its day—as 
untouched of time as if some imaginary and non-de- 
structive Vesuvius had sent an invisible lava to seal it 
and shut it away from the disfigurements of modern 
growth. 

The main thoroughfare is the broad Duke of Glou- 
cester Street, running east and west, whose high-sound- 
ing name happily has never been shortened in irreverent 
American fashion. Its western end terminates, or per- 
haps begins, in the College grounds. As it stands to- 
day, sadly impoverished by the Civil War, William and 
Mary hardly looks the part of alma mater to so many 
distinguished men. The original building was designed 
by Sir Christopher Wren, and was no doubt worthy 
of his genius ; but it burned down in 1705, and so did the 
next. In the third, likened by Thomas Jefferson to a 
brick-kiln (and Thomas fancied himself something of a 
critick), there is little to hold the architectural eye. 
But its position at the head of the old street is so im- 
posing, and its campus with trees tenderly screening 
the old facade is so attractive that the place makes 
quite an effect. 

The walks are laid out to form the letters W and M, 
and in their center stands the statue of Lord Botetourt, 
best-loved of royal governors. Time and troubles have 
worn down the ald gentleman’s nose, but even were that 
aristocratic organ complete, the statue would still re- 
main one of the poorest specimens of the poorest period 


of English statue-making. The pedestal, on the con- 
trary, is extremely good both in mass and detail. At 
the top is a guilloche band and directly under it an 
anthemion motif. Both are exquisite enough in their 
delicate flatness to recall Mino da Fiesole or one of his 
Florentine contemporaries. Lower there is a graceful 
and beautifully executed cyma-recta about 14 inches 
high, containing on the front of the pedestal the early 
arms of Virginia. It is ornamented in a sort of appliqué 
fashion, consisting of severely conventionalized acanthus 
leaves with the central filament nicely accentuated. The 
lowest mouldings are much heavier, projecting con- 
siderably and acting as a protection for the lighter 
members above. On the whole, one can pronounce the 
pedestal one of those good specimens of the scupltor’s 
art rarely seen in this country. 

Not far from the college is the house of its first presi- 
dent and firmest friend—James Blair. Blair was, in 
fact, its creator, having gone to England to secure its 
charter, and was the greatest intellectual force of his 
day in the colony. He worked in the double capacity 
of teacher and preacher, being rector of Bruton Church 
as well. Unlike many other incumbents of Virginia liv- 
ings, against whom may be charged a fondness for 
gambling, cock-fighting and wine, Blair was a man of 
high principles and a great fighter for them. His house 
is long and low, its two-hooded doors approached by 
three well-worn steps up which now clamber daily the 
feet of thirty little kindergartners. The richly en- 
mossed shingles of the high, pitched roof are as pictur- 
esque as any twice their age in England, and one hopes 
that under them, after his frequent quarrels with royal 
governors and attorneys-general, the distinguished 
cleric slept well. 

A few steps farther on, Parson Blair’s church—the 
edifice that dominates the whole town—lifts a tall tower 
above the illustrious dead that sleep in its shadow. This 
church, of unique historical significance, was completed 
in 1715, replacing an earlier one of brick; and one 
Thomas Sudwell, who gave twenty pounds towards its 
building, asked that the parish, which had existed since 
1632, be known henceforth as Bruton parish after the 
Bruton in Somersetshire where he was born. Sudwell’s 
twenty pounds, along with those of other parishioners, 
built the nave, choir, and chancel; the House of Bur- 
gesses erected the transepts at a later date as can be 
clearly seen on examination. Though lacking perhaps 
in that completeness of detail characterizing the New 
England churches of this period, Bruton, in its crudity 
of early colonial conception, presents a distinct charm. 

This charm is best appreciated from the churchyard 
which is for all the world like a bit of old England. 
The wooden spire rises above the spreading branches, 
and the sturdy proportions of its brick base and slightly 
battered sides show well beyond the quaint tombstones 
of Martha Custis’s two children, of the Brays, the Sud- 
wells, and the Pages. The masonry shaft of the tower 
is crowned by a simple and effective wooden cornice 
which forms a beginning for the surmounting wooden 
tower. This tower is in reality two octagonal wooden 
cupolas which are identical in design and detail, the 
upper one being, of course, smaller. A sort of flare 
covered with shingles accomplishes their union. The 
result is a unit almost crude in its abrupt transition from 
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rectangular base to octagonal spire, and forms a strik- 
ing contrast to the more complicated and attenuated 
transition seen in New England steeples. 

The distribution of tower windows is amusing, their 
absolute sameness of size and equal vertical spacing 
being features that modern architects avoid rather than 
seek; yet this very symmetry of “spots” accentuated 
by brilliantly white sashes, tends to give the whole a 
certain solid character. The excellent brickwork is laid 
up in Flemish bond of alternate headers and stretchers, 
the dull blue headers forming a faint diamond pattern. 
The joints are for the most part raked flush with the 
brickwork and made of a light-brown mortar. Con- 
siderable interest is added to the walls by the many 
patches and repairs which the workmen of various 
periods never tried to conceal. 

The most striking bits of exterior detail are the high, 
old-fashioned windows of the nave and _transepts. 
Simple in form with a semi-circular top and double- 
hung sash, they are divided into sixteen panes, separ- 
ated by heavy muntins. Around the frame and sash are 
a series of perfectly simple archivolt mouldings, the 
farthermost projection of which is nearly flush with the 
brickwork. The enormous shutters also hold the eye. 
Only the lower half contains a slatted portion, while the 
upper half between the battens has been simply perfor- 
ated by small trefoils and quatrefoils. The large semi- 
trefoil form at the top is unique in that it presents a

of alternate headers and 
finish to the opening. 

In the middle of the last century the interior suffered 
some atrocious alterations which the present parishion- 
ers still shudder in describing. The nave was walled 
up and used as a parish house and against this wall the 
altar was placed so as to face the former chancel and 
the transepts. The fine old marble pavement was torn 
up (except in the floor of the tower) and the splendid 
mahogany pews in which so many great political think- 
ers had sat were discarded and sold for fire wood. But 
these improvements were fortunately reparable and a 
few years ago a very creditable restoration was made. 

The church entrance is by way of the tower, which 
makes an interesting vestibule. Its unfinished walls 
and uneven floor form a fitting introduction to the 
charmingly homelike and appealing plainness of the 
interior. The tall old many-paned windows let in a soft 
light reflected again by white ceiling and white walls. 
These are absolutely undecorated save for an occasional 
faded marble tablet of quaint inscription, such as that 
to the very estimable lady who left behind her “a most 
hopeful Progeny ;” and to the good physician whom 
“the Royal Governor and the Leading Citizens came 
Weeping to see interred in this Church.” There was 
some attempt to replace the original windows by stained 
glass memorials, but better judgment prevailed; not 
only were no new stained windows allowed, but the one 
already there in the chancel was retained as a necessary 
note to modify the overwhiteness. 

The after addition of transepts makes one realize on 
entering how the rectangular meeting-house of the 
times had been induced to expand into a diminutive 
cruciform. These transepts foiled any desire there may 
have been in the later reign of bad taste to increase the 
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very limited seating capacity by side galleries, and the 
so-called improvements had to be content with the little 
end gallery opposite the choir, called “Lord Dunmore’s 
Gallery.” In this the exuberant students of William 
and Mary used to be locked by the obdurate sexton, 
and passed the long tedious minutes of the sermon by 
plentifully incising the woodwork with initials and 
dates. The collegians were glad, no doubt, when Lord 
Dunmore, having become too unpopular to occupy the 
prominent “Governor’s Pew” cleared them out and ap- 
propriated the gallery to his own use. 

Of the new mahogany pews, gifts of various Revolu- 
tionary societies and of descendants of early holders,

it may be said that they are faithful reproductions of 
the originals and that the most conspicuous and inter- 
esting is the Governor's. 
railed-in area about eight feet square, opposite the pulpit, 
with a carved chair (a copy of or nearly so, of the 
original) under a canopy of red velvet. The name 
of good old Alexander Spotswood, that striking excep 
tion to royal governors, who led the Knights of the 
Golden Horseshoe over the Blue Ridge in 1716, is 
embroidered in gold across the top. 

Bruton Church contains many interesting objects— 
the Bible presented to it by Edward VII, the lectern 


This consists of a raised, 
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given by Mr. Roosevelt, the first Jamestown communion 
silver, the colonial prayer book with a prayer for the 
president pasted over that for the king, a pre-Revolu- 
tionary Bible, and the parish register for 1662. But 
far more than for these is the church interesting for 
itself, as presenting a complete picture of the very at- 
mosphere and surroundings where, Sunday after Sun- 
day, the God-fearing men that made us a nation used to 
worship. 

From the almost too perfect restoration of the interior 
it is good to step out again through the neglected 
churchyard and glance at Palace Green which fronts 
on the Duke of Gloucester Street and runs backward 
to the railroad station. A little colonial schoolhouse 
(modern) stands at the farther end where, before the 
flames finished it, the Governor’s palace stood. This 
was the stateliest residence of the city. A number of 
interesting houses face the green, amongst them the 
fictional home of Mary Johnston’s heroine Audrey 
(which home contains an excellent staircase) and the 
mansion of that fearless and outspoken patriot George 
Wythe. 

Architecturally this place can boast of little more 
than simplicity and good proportions. The plan is 
manifest from the outside—a great central stair-hall 
running from front to rear that is sure to catch what- 
ever breeze is stirring. This hall commences with a 
portico in front and ends with a plain back door and 
stoop at the back. The brickwork of faded salmon 
tone is laid up in Flemish bond, but unlike the church

next door, the headers are not darkened to mark the 
pattern. .The monotony of the wall is somewhat re- 
lieved by the projecting course at the level of the second 
floor line. The sole decorative feature is the portico, 
with its unique little dentiled cornice. Perhaps it is 
too boxy in proportions, perhaps there is a lack of har- 
mony between the stuccoed base and the woodwork 
above, and one may disapprove of the entasised posts 
and pilasters; yet the portico where Wythe and Wash- 
ington and Jefferson, who were frequent visitors, used 
to settle the affairs of the nation on summer evenings, 
has more attractiveness than many that one sees drawn 
up and published. At any rate, one is glad they have 
not banished it in favor of a finicky wooden porch as in 
the case of an otherwise lovely old house a little farther 
on where Lafayette and Rochambeau were once 
quartered. 

The next square opening on the main street is the 
Bowling Green with the little court house commonly 
attributed to Sir Christopher Wren. Small though it is, 
it by no means lacks dignity ; and the columnless portico 
that makes it remarkable, while admittedly an archi- 
tectural digression fails to convict it of capriciousness. 
Although it is well known that columns never existed, 
one is loath to believe that their absence is in accord 
ance with the original intention. Perhaps it is due to a 
very liberal interpretation on the part of Wren’s colonial 
builders. The portico is probably supported by the pro- 
longed ends of the ceiling beams and is therefore less 
precarious than it looks. Directly under it and five 
steps above the ground is a stone platform where one 
naturally looks, and in vain, for traces of the missing 
columns. The nicely molded and modillioned cornice 
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of the portico extends around the entire 
building and forms the eaves for the roof. 

In plan the building is oblong, one story 
high, with a hipped roof carrying a chim- 
ney at each hip and a rather ungainly cu- 
pola between them. This cupola, which is 
just a size too large, is crowned by an ex- 
ceedingly well-wrought weather vane. The 
line of the first story is clearly indicated by 
the projecting brick course below which the 
wall is heavier. The windows are arranged 
symmetrically, their monotony broken only 
by the entrance door. These well-propor- 
tioned openings have semicircular hrick 
arch heads formed of dull, glazed brick and 
containing the typical colonial fan orna- 
ment, recently restored. The double-hung 
sashes with heavy rails and muntins are 
painted white, like most of the exterior woodwork, 
while the shutters are painted green. With the excep- 
tion of the stiles necessary in their construction, the 
shutters are slatted from top to bottom. 

In this little building the supreme court met, and it 
was while this was in session, simultaneously with the 
House of Burgesses, that “the season’’ was on. Then 
the planters from all the country side drove to town in 
the great family coach-and-six for a few weeks of din- 
ners, balls, horse-racing, theatre and the other gayeties 
that made life roll pleasantly until the Revolution came 
to bring out the sterner side of Virginian character. 

Not far from the courthouse stood another historic 
building, now burnt down—the famous Raleigh Tavern, 
which witnessed beside the dancing and feasting of 
happier days, the indignation meetings and seditious 
speeches that followed the closing of the House of Bur- 
gesses in 1774. 

Next comes a residence not unlike the Wythe house, 
except for its entrance of stone steps and interesting 
old iron grill work, and built for the most peculiar and 
aristocratic Lady Paradise. This eccentric dame, it 
seems, went in for a headdress so marvellously tall that 
the wearing of a bonnet was impossible; but to prove 
that she had been as able as her neighbors to import 
this latter article from Paris and that it might be 
viewed by all, she made a slave walk behind her into

church carrying the millinery on a large silver tray. 

The Capitol or House of Burgesses at the other end 
of the mile-long Duke of Gloucester Street was the 
finest prize claimed by the flames and the one that could 
least be spared. It may seem greedy when so many 
houses of interest still stand, to mourn this one. But 
who would not thrill on entering the halls where 
Patrick Henry, who had had no schooling at the other 
end of the street, so eloquently defied his king in the 
famous speech against the Stamp Act, 1765. Here such 
men as George Washington, George Wythe, Thomas 
Jefferson, Richard Henry Lee, Mason, Pendleton, and 
the Randolphs met in revolutionary convention and 
pushed not only Virginia but all the colonies to inde- 
pendence. A granite boulder standing in the midst of 
the old foundations tells all about these stirring days, 
and as you read history grows thick about you. But 
granite boulders, be they never so massive and copi- 
ously inscribed, are less convincing than would be the 
actual walls that once echoed—‘“‘Czsar had his Brutus, 
Charles the First his Cromwell, and George the 
Third—” and then echoed the louder to the royalist 
shout of “Treason! Treason!’ so that the speech had 
to be finished at the Raleigh Tavern. 

The erection of this House of Burgesses was a great 
event in the early days. We learn that the Committee 
for Building the Capitol were empowered “on the Pub- 
lick Acct. and Risq to send for out of Eng- 
land Iron Work, Paint, Stone, Glass, and all 
other materials necessary, and to get fit 
Scantlins sawed of highland White Oak for 
the Capitol Window 
frames.” Three bricklayers and three car- 
penters were also sent for “out of Eng- 
land,” lest native labor should not do justice 
to what was to be the pride of Williams 
burg. 

From the empty plot where stood the 
Capitol are visible four fine old residences, 
once backed up by vast tobacco plantations. 
One longs to penetrate them and admire the 
mahogany and other undisturbed furnish- 
ings of Colonial days; undisturbed because 
no matter how financially crippled the First 
Families have become they have held jeal-

ously to the substantial old effects of their ancestors; 
and the inner aspect of the dwellings has changed but 
little, they say, since the days when the Custis and Page 
and Cary ladies used to pay formal calls on each other. 

Stopping to ask for a drink where a family were 
gathered on one of these porches, I got a glimpse of an 
unpainted pine floor scrubbed smooth and white, but 
devoid of even a rag rug. But there were a mahogany 
hall seat and mirror, some quaint mahogany-framed 
prints, and an excellent staircase with mahogany balus- 
trade. They told me there was a finer one next door in 
Bassett Hall, where John Tyler was living when called 
to the presidency, and from the porch of which the 
[Irish poet, Tom Moore, first saw the fireflies that 
prompted his verses. But there was no family sitting 
at the door of Bassett Hall, consequently no chance 
to peep in. 

All the way down the street it faces—Francis Street, I 
believe—are fine houses and wonderfully picturesque. 
All are characterized by the huge masonry chimneys 
occupying the greater part of the gable end and spread- 
ing considerably at the bottom to embrace the larger 
fireplaces of the ground floors. For the most part these 
dwellings are one story high, the bedrooms being di- 
rectly under the roof and receiving their light and air 
from numerous quaint little dormers. The sides of the 
houses—whatever is left visible above the jumble of 
lean-tos and outhouses—are clapboarded and the roofs 
shingled, the shingles having a greater exposure than 
is customary nowadays. These homes owe not a little 
of their picturesqueness to the long white picket fence 
in front of them backed up by clusters of rose and lilac 
and magnolia bushes, and, in fact, all the other old- 
fashioned flowers that make a Virginia garden a de- 
light. 

But for all there is such a gossipy, intimate charm in 
the closely placed houses of Francis Street, it is the 
more stately though more decayed Duke of Gloucester 
Street that the Williamsburg people love best. They 
gasp with relief to think it escaped the trolley line 
threatened when the Jamestown celebration was afoot, 
and hope that the Four Huadredth Anniversary prep- 
arations will not torture it anew. May it rest as it was 
in the days when many a fine old coach with crested 
panels drove down it bearing satin-robed ladies and 
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gallant gentlemen who bespoke a grandeur 
of living that was amazing in so crude a 
country. Now the handsome chariots from 
London and the smart business wagons are 
replaced by clumsy, slow-moving ox-carts 
carrying what little of merchandise is 
hauled through the town; while an occasion- 
al old rickety buggy suffices for human bur- 
dens. If perchance two such vehicles ap- 
peared simultaneously on the broad road, | 
am sure they would cause a mild panic 
amongst the pickaninnies who play about 
the sunken doorsteps. There is something 
touching in the fallen fortunes and departed 
glory of this noble Duke of Gloucester 
Street. Its aspect evokes the wish that our 
government had the sense and the sentiment 
to reclaim from neglect an old thoroughfare 
down which so much history has passed, 
and to make it a realization of the best phase of early 
life which this country knew. 


TANDARD PRACTICE AS APPLIED TO 


BUILDING CONSTRUCTION 
BY EDWIN E. PRUITT 


The time-saving device in the vast field of human 
endeavor has established an important place in the equip- 
ment of organized effort; and particularly is this true 
in commercial pursuits where swift and economical re- 
sults are demanded along with a high grade of output. 

Time-saving ideas find expression in countless ways, 
and a constant effort is being made to spread this in- 
fluence, with the result that many such devices have 
been developed to that degree of perfection whereby 
they may be classed as “Standard,” meaning that a cer- 
tain way of doing a certain thing is the best way. 

Knowing the commercial value of standard practice 
why not, then, apply it to a certain extent in the making 
of plans for buildings? In a measure this is done, 
notably in stéel framing, reinforced concrete, fireproof- 
ing, and similar detail, but with items of less impor- 
tance there is little attempt at a definite system of 
standards, such as are in use by the manufacturers of 
these products. For instance, in the fabrication of steel 
work for buildings, each member of the drafting force 
is supplied with a set of standards to guide him in his 
work; thus, even at the beginning of his employment, 
the draftsman may have an intelligent view of the best 
means of doing the work assigned him, and with which 
he may at once proceed. In this way, no time is lost, 
and the new man is immediately a profitable factor in 
the organization. This means much in the saving of 
cost to the employer in instructing new men, which, 
added to the total saving in other directions, is a large 
consideration. 

Much of an architect’s work in the drafting room 
may be standardized, and this, too, without hampering 
the imagination in the broad field of pure design. 

A motive that is good within itself or a standard 
detail or method may be reproduced almost indefinitely.

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UCH has been written for the daily press urging 
what is termed a saner celebration of the Fourth 
of July. It is made to appear that the form of cele- 
brating this, perhaps dearest of all of our national holi- 
days, has become a menace to life and property to an 
extent that calls for legal restraint. A careful study of 
the record of accidents, fire losses and fatalities result- 
ing from what has, by a large proportion of the people 
of this country, been considered a normal Fourth of 
July celebration, would seem to largely justify this be- 
lief. But if the youth of America is deprived of the 
right or privilege of celebrating as of old, which is 
permissible only with a view to safeguarding life 
and limb, it would seem that some substitute should 
be offered. It is hardly probable that anything could 
be suggested that would entirely compensate the 
vounger element of citizenship for foregoing the ex- 
hilaration and thrill of danger that always accom- 
pany the discharge of firearms and explosion of 
powder, but the loss would not affect the patriotism 
of the country, nor would it be felt for long. 


ERHAPS a plan to direct and utilize the enthusiasm 
displayed and money expended on this national 
holiday to supply an admitted lack or deficiency in artis- 
tic works or monuments in this country might not prove 
entirely visionary. Beginning with the Centennial of 
1876 and continuing down to the Alaska-Yukon Expo- 
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sition, recently opened at Seattle, there have been large 
sums of money spent and the best architectural talent of 
the country drawn upon in the erection of buildings 
that are now but a fast fading memory. Of the many 
stately celebrations and functions held in the city of 
New York, probably the only permanent record that 
can be readily recalled is the arch at the southern end of 
Fifth avenue, designed by the late Stanford White. The 
Dewey arch rose to be generally admired, but was razed 
owing to lack of funds to construct it of permanent 
materials. 


T WOULD seem to be a step forward in the march 
of civilization and culture if the larger cities could 
be prevailed upon to oppose the present form of Fourth 
of July celebration, and in its stead appropriate each 
year a sum equal to that usually expended for those 
features in which powder and other explosives in the 
hands of children and irresponsible persons form a large 
and often ghastly part, to be applied toward some statue, 
fountain or other permanent structure. This might be 
erected to the memory of the various persons who gave 
their lives to the cause of liberty, and dedicated on July 
4. Works of art and utility thus erected would serve in 
a measure to create and foster an appreciation of the 
beautiful, and at the same time might be considered 
somewhat in the nature of milestones, as it were, mark- 
ing the progress of the country’s artistic development. 
These dedications could be made the subject of oration, 
parade and pageant, and thus furnish a patriotic occa- 
sion for young and old. Humanity and the country at 
large would unquestionably profit if the change could 
be brought about and probably little opposition would be 
encountered except from sentimentalists and persons of 
immature years and experience. 


RESIDENT C. M. GODDARD of the National 
Fire Protective Association, in an address before 
the thirteenth annual convention of the society, stated 
that our national fire loss has averaged $250,000,000 a 
year for the past five or six years and that approximately 
3,000 persons in America lose their lives by fire annu- 
ally. Such wholesale loss of life is little less than ap- 
palling, and when to the property loss is added a large 
part of the enormous sum expended annually by munici- 
palities for fire protection, the grand total is represented 
by a sum so vast as not to be readily comprehended. 
The fact that a considerable portion of this property 
loss is covered by insurance does not, of course, make 
it any the less a continuous burden. 

With these figures before us, the need, in fact the 
necessity for better and more fireproof construction, not 
only in large cities but universally, becomes more than 
ever apparent. It is difficult to understand the attitude 
of authorities in many communities, charged with the 
making and enforcing of building regulations, and their 
seeming indifference to menacing conditions or their 
responsibility for a continuation of them. About the 
only rational explanation lies in an assumption of ig- 
norance on the part of those responsible, and for this 
reason the facts relating to the subject should receive 
the widest publicity. 
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Standard Practice as Applied to Building Construction

[his does not mean, however, that we are to become 
mere machines, that the charm of variety is to be lost, 
or that our imaginative faculties are no longer required, 
but that we shall know precedent and apply the best that 
is in it to our needs by combining this knowledge with 
our own into a convenient, useful form. 

The principles that underlie standard practice may be 
stated as order, simplicity and economy, which in turn 
cover the various perfected parts of the working whole. 

The preparation of a set of standards for use in the 
drafting room is not the work of a novice, but requires 
considerable experience, and will most likely comprise 
the proper classification of accumulated data. 

The drawings may be made on sheets of cloth of con- 
venient size, having a border line and an appropriate 
title. Place upon each sheet only standards of similar 
items. Blue print copies should be made of the sheets, 
and these bound into sets for individual use of the 
draftsman. 

It is best to commence with some simple detail of con- 
struction, such as the usual type of window having 
sliding sash and a box frame. This is a detail that ad- 
mits of certain fixed dimensions and arrangement of 
material. When a dimension is variable, it may be 
omitted from the drawing, while keeping in mind that 
each standard is to have as wide application as possible, 
and yet be wholly different from other standards. This 
means that only certain items may be marked with fig- 
ures, or otherwise specially identified. To illustrate its 
use, with the standard before him, the draftsman may 
easily find the size of glass, openings, and the like, thus 
enabling him to proceed at once with other parts of his 
work, long before details of the building are fixed. A 
great many details about a building may be similarly 
standardized. Some of these items have already been 
reduced to stock patterns by the manufacturers of mill 
work, but as the work seems to have been done by those 
unfamiliar with good design the result is not always 
pleasing; accordingly, the well-trained architect hesi- 
tates to use this product, and only does so because of 
its cheapness. 

The construction of floors, details of framing, the 
simpler forms of cornices, patterns of brick and stone- 
work, certain formule, and notes on the provision 
always to be made for wiring, plumbing, heating and 
ventilating, are some of the items that may well have a 
place in the list of standards. 

Of course, current practice will have much to do with 
that which can be standardized. On work of special de- 
sign standard details may not apply, but where the work 
is of moderate cost standard practice may obviously be 
applied to advantage. The underlying principles, how- 
ever, hold good in any class of work. Therefore, what 
seems to be a fixed system is in reality flexible enough 
to meet the most exacting demands. 

The young architect should learn early to systematize 
his work, and so appreciate the value of standard prac- 
tice for, with a clear understanding of its principles, and 
an intelligent use of what it offers, much time is saved 
in consulting with others, or in pouring over books or 
drawings in search of the required information.

The problem presented to the architects was the 
change of an old-fashioned high stoop house to an Eng- 
lish basement. Therefore brownstone, the material of 
the original house, was used, the plainness of the other- 
wise monotonous facade being relieved with wrought 
iron doors and balconies. Furthermore, in order to 
have the front door on a level with the sidewaik, the 
former level of the basement floor was raised two feet. 

Since the lower hall, entered through a vestibule of 
Rouge Royal marble, is of necessity a passage to the 
hall above, it was made as simple as possible, with white 
wooden-paneled walls and a stone pavement; the- table, 
fireplace and fountain at the side of the entrance being 
of the same material.

STAIRWAY IN ENTRANCE HALL 


A Colonial staircase with mahogany rails and newels 
leads from the entrance floor to the top of the house, 
the lower newel painted white to make an easy transi 
tion from the light stone floor to the wooden staircase. 

The drawing-room, being the living room of the fam 
ily and less formal, is more comfortably furnished, the 
walls hung in green burlap with a slight sheen of gold 
the woodwork and ceiling antiqued gold-leaf, and the 
floor curly pine, stained to a deep golden brown. An 
old Italian marble mantel was chosen for this room 
as harmonizing best with the other fittings. 

A departure was made in the decoration of the din- 
ing-room, however, and English, instead of Italian, ar- 
chitecture was used. The walls are paneled in gray oak 
with a beamed and paneled ceiling of the same material, 
showing a formal decoration of dolphins in blue and 
gray. The floor is of dull red Moravian tile laid in 
broad black joints, with occasional glazed tiles set in 
patterns, while the mantelpiece, dull in tone and elabo- 
rately carved, is of soft yellow-gray Irish stone. 
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San Francisco City HALL CoMPETITION 

It is announced by Mr. Newton J. Tharp, City Ar- 
chitect of San Francisco, that the programme is com- 
pleted for the City Hall work. The limit specified for 
construction is $4,000,000, of which $250,000 must be 
reserved for contingencies. It is planned to invite ten 
distinguished architects to submit plans, on a guarantee 
that each shall be paid $1,000 whether his plan is used 
or not, and in addition all other architects in the United 
States may compete, and the three of these whom the 
jury decide to have the best plans shall receive $2,500, 
$1,500 and $1,000, without regard to whose plan may be 
accepted and used. The competitors shall exercise their 
own judgment as to designing a building of five stories 
covering the space proposed, the requisite space in the 
new structure to be 6,000,000 cubic feet. Sixty cents 
a cubic foot should cover all expense of construction. 
This would total $3,600,000; then the $150,000 left, 
aside from the $250,000 reserve, is to go for statuary 
and approaches. Working plans must be ready within 
six months after making of award. The basement is to 
be of light California granite and the stories above of 
sandstone or limestone. 


SOCIETIES 
MEETING OF THE SAN FRANcisco CHAPTER, A. I. A. 

At a meeting of the San Francisco Chapter, Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects, held at the Hotel St. Francis 
on the evening of March 18, the Chapter formally 
adopted and endorsed the new Schedule of Charges of 
the American Institute of Architects. 

Other business transacted at the meeting was the 
endorsement of the project for holding the next annual 
convention of the A. I. A. at Los Angeles; the consid- 
eration of the program for the competition for the new 
City Hall as prepared by Mr. Newton J. Tharp, the 
City Architect ; an interesting paper on “Lime Mortar,” 
prepared by Mr. W. S. McLean, was presented to the 
Chapter, and at the request of the Building Committee 
of the Board of Supervisors, a committee from the 
Chapter was appointed to discuss the site and plans for 
the new City Hall. 


MEETING OF THE PHILADELPHIA CHAPTER, A. I. A. 


Following a dinner at the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel, 
at which were present eighteen members, a meeting 
was held in the rooms of the T-Square Club, March 9, 
with the president, Mr. D. K. Boyd, in the chair. Thir- 
ty-one members were present, with twenty-nine guests. 

The committee appointed to serve as an escort of 
honor from the Philadelphia Chapter to Mr. Charles 
Follen McKim, on the occasion of his receiving from 
the University of Pennsylvania the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Laws, University Day, February 22, 1909, re- 
ported as follows: 

“Mr. McKim was, while in Philadelphia, the official 
guest of the University, which, through Provost Har- 
rison, cordially welcomed our committee and gave it 
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place with the University officers during the ceremonies. 

“The committee duly waited upon Mr. McKim and 
found him most appreciative of the attention shown 
him by the Chapter. His health has for some time past 
been delicate in the extreme, and this compelled him 
to forego any special functions such as the committee 
desired to arrange in his honor. But we feel it most 
gratifying that recent improvement made it possible 
for him to receive in person the degree conferred, and 
are glad to say that he passed through what must have 
been somewhat of an ordeal without ill effects. 

“We desire to make record of Mr. McKim’s repeated 
assurances of appreciation of the honor shown him and 
of the very high value he attached to the degree of the 
University of Pennsylvania. It may be stated that this 
is the highest degree which Mr. McKim has received 
from any institution of learning, and the occasion was 
notable, also, by the fact that this is the first honorary 
degree which the University has conferred upon an 
architect. The address with which the Professor ot 
Architecture of the University presented Mr. McKim 
may be properly appended to this report as expressive 
of the regard in which he is held by the profession. 

““Charles Follen McKim: 


“During your career architecture has advanced in 
this country from obscurity to its rightful position as 
the master art. In this development, sir, your influence 
has been supreme by reason of a noble purity of style, 
exalted professional ideals and a passionate devotion to 
the cause of education. Therefore, by request of the 
Trustees, | have the honor to ask the Provost to con- 
fer upon you, Charles Follen McKim, native of Penn- 
sylvania and foremost American architect, the hon- 
orary degree of Doctor of Laws.’ 

For the committee on Education and Program, Mr. 
Zantzinger reported that arrangements had been made 
with Mr. Henry Hornbostle, of New York City, to 
address the April 12th meeting of the Chapter on the 
subject of “Modern Bridge Construction.” 

The Chairman pointed out that since the formation 
of the new Pennsylvania State Association of the 
American Institute of Architects much of the work now 
being undertaken by the Chapter’s Commitee on Legis- 
lation and Registration of Architects would naturally 
fall to the new Association. Mr. W. L. Baily, the Sec- 
retary of the new Association, being present, then read 
a synopsis of the minutes of the meeting of February 
23, on which date the new State Association was per 
manently organized. 

The Executive Commitee reported, through the chair, 
that several meetings have been held and action taken 
on many matters of importance. The most interesting 
matter under consideration of this Committee, however, 
is the proposed banquet, to be held on the coming for 
tieth anniversary of the Chapter, next November, the 
object being to make this a memorable affair. 

The members and guests present were entertained 
with Professors Laird and Cret’s most interesting papers 
on architectural education.

On the evening of March 31 there was opened in 
New York a Permanent Exhibition of Building Ma- 
terials and Appliances. While the idea is not a new one, 
permanent exhibitions having been established with 
marked success in other cities, notably in Baltimore 
and in Philadelphia, the one just opened will surpass 
them all in size and in its intensive character. The 
combination of the Cement Products Exhibition, lo- 
cated in the Brunswick Building, and the new exhibi- 
tion occupying the second floor of the Builders’ Ex- 
change at 34 West Thirty-third Street, offers to archi- 
tects, builders and prospective owners a splendid op- 
portunity to look over new and established materials, 
devices and fittings of all sorts related to building. 

The wonder is that such an institution has not long 
ago been established in New York. It is so much more 
convenient to compare manufactured products and 
building devices when they are gathered together under 
one roof, than when one has to travel all over town to 
the various salesrooms to investigate their merits. 
Then, too, a permanent exhibition has the great advan- 
tage, both to the architect and manufacturer, of bring- 
ing to notice the latest improvements in materials, both 
structural and decorative, as soon as they are put upon 
the market. 

Either of these two exhibitions has in it a whole 
mine of material that cannot fail to be of interest as 
well as of value in suggestion for the architect. There 
seems little reason to doubt that when the scope and 
purpose of these exhibitions is generally understood 
they will be visited from time to time not only by the 
New York architects, but by those of other cities as well. 


SOCIETIES 
ARCHITECTS’ SUGGESTIONS FOR New Yorx’s NEw City 
CHARTER 

Under the ayspices of the New York Society of Ar- 
chitects a meeting of practicing architects was recently 
held to diseuss the proposed new city charter. The 
meeting passed resolutions declaring the present ar- 
rangement of having a Superintendent of Buildings 
for each borough eminently satisfactory and worthy 
of being maintained.

ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITIONS. 
REGULATIONS PROPOSED FOR NEw YorK STATE WorK. 

The question of the proper conduct of architectural 
competitions for New York State work has come up 
again in the form of a bill that has been introduced in 
the Senate by Mr. Wainwright, and in the Assembly by 
Mr. Merritt, and which embodies regulations that have 
been approved by New York Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects. This same bill passed the As- 
sembly last year, but failed in the Senate. The move- 
ment for adequate regulations to govern architectural 
competitions for State work grew out of the competi- 
tion for the new Sing Sing prison, which was not con- 
ducted in a manner that the State Architect was able to 
commend. 

The bill is an amendment to the Public Buildings 
Law, particularly Chapter 48, of the laws of 1908; and 
in essential substance it provides, as a preliminary, that 
it shall be the duty of the State Architect to “prepare 
the drawings and specifications, and supervise and con- 
trol as architect the construction of all new buildings 
erected at the expense of the State,” and all additions 
and alterations thereto. He is also to see that the ma- 
terials furnished and the work performed in construct- 
ing, altering and improving any such building are in ac- 
cordance with such drawings and specifications, and 
that the interests of the State are fully protected. 

No municipality shall under the law have the power 
to modify or change the plans or specifications for a 
State building, or require anybody employed on such 
work to perform his work in a different manner. The 
State Architect, furthermore, is required to prepare 
regular and standard forms of contracts, to be approved 
by the Attorney General, which shall be used in all work 
let by contract, and no payment shall be made except 
upon his regular certificate. 

The chapter is then further amended by inserting af- 
ter Section 8 four new sections. Section 9 provides for 
the appointment of architects by the Governor. When- 
ever a building or group of buildings, the proposed cost 
of which shall not exceed two hundred thousand dollars, 
is to be erected at the expense of the State, the Gover- 
nor is authorized at his discretion, and when requested 
by the State Architect, to appoint an architect or firm 
of architects, to prepare the drawings and supervise the 
erection thereof. For such services the compensation 
shall be determined by the schedule of charges of the 
American Institute of Architects. - 

COMPETITIONS. 

Section 10 authorizes the Governor at his discre- 
tion to direct the Supervising Architect to obtain plans, 
drawings and specifications for the erection of any pub- 
lic building for the State of New York (together with 
the supervision of the construction thereof) by compe- 
tition among architects. All competitions so ordered, 
and all competitions hereafter ordered by the Legisla- 
ture for such work, shall be under the supervision of the 
State Architect and on such terms and conditions as 
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he may prescribe, subject to the written approval of the 
Governor. “Provided, however, that the competitors in 
each competition, not less than five in number, shall be 
invited by the Governor, and that any other architects 
so desiring shall be allowed to compete without such in- 
vitation, who can give proof to the commission of award, 
hereinafter referred to, of possessing requisite skill and 
ability to execute the work.” 

Section 11 treats of the remuneration to the competi- 
tors. Briefly, a sum not exceeding one thousand dol- 
lars is to be paid to each one invited, and the three 
placed highest among those competing without invita- 
tion are each to receive a prize equal in amount to the 
fee paid the invited competitors. In each competition 
the designs shall be judged by a commission of award 
to consist of three members, one being the State Archi- 
tect and two appointed by the Governor, one of whom 
shall be a member of the commission under the jurisdic- 
tion of which the building is to be erected, and one an 
architect to be selected from a list of six chosen jointly 
by the invited architects. The compensation of the suc- 
cessful architect is to be determined by the schedule of 
charges of the American Institute of Architects. Each 
member of the commission of award not in receipt of a 
salary from the State is to receive for his services a fee 
not to exceed five hundred dollars. The fees and prizes 
are to be paid from the appropriation for the building, 
and the general supervision of the work of erection shall 
be exercised by the State Architect—Record and Guide.

THe CesspooL AND Its DANGERS 

Under the above title Mr. Burton J. Ashley presented 
a paper before the fourth annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Society of Inspectors of Plumbing and Sanitary 
Engineers, held at Omaha, Feb. 8-10. Mr. Ashley 
pointed out the fallacy of considering the cesspool a 
method of sewage purification, as it simply provided a 
convenient collection point for the sewage before it 
percolated into the ground. The cesspool offers no 
chance for the aeration of the sewage so essential to 
free it from a dangerous condition. He also pointed 
out the danger which cesspools offer to the contamina- 
tion of the wells which are the ordinary source of 
water supply whete no sewer system is in existence. 
Many illustrations of such contamination were given 
and cases were cited where typhoid fever and deaths 
had followed such contamination. Mr. Ashley made 
a strong plea to have designers and owners of country 
and suburban places follow modern sanitary science 
and provide proper and safe methods of sewage dis- 
posal, and recommended some form of the septic tank. 
After treatment in such a tank the effluent can perco- 
late through the ground without endangering the water 
supply.

for estimates. 

Seconp—That working agreements once entered into 
should be fulfilled to the letter by both parties thereto. 

Tuirp—The Chicago Architects’ Business Associa- 
tion is in favor of an adequate pay or wage to workmen 
for service rendered, but believes under present general 
conditions the present scale should not be increased 
except where existing agreements covering a period of 
years provide for such increase. 

FourtH—The Chicago Architects’ Business Associa- 
tion does not believe in, and is opposed to arbitrary 
working rules of labor organizations which unduly 
limit the capacity of the workmen in any way or to 
arbitrary classification of work by contracting or labor 
organizations which can only be detrimental to final re- 
sults. When the above principles are violated, then 
not only quantity, but quality of work is reduced, and 
the net results are destructive to all interests involved.

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BOOK NOTES 


A Dicrionary OF ARCHITECTURE AND BuiLpinc. By 
Russell Sturgis, A.M., Ph.D., F.A.1.A., and many 
architects, painters, engineers, and other expert writ- 
ers, American and foreign. 3 vols.; 8x 10% in.; 
cloth; 1,640 pp.; price, $18 net. New York: The 
Macmillan Company. 

Mr. Sturgis’ dictionary is one of the notable archi- 
tectural works of the time. With the exception of a 
dictionary of architecture begun in 1850 and completed, 
in eight small folio volumes, some fifteen years ago, 
there is no other available work of the kind in the Eng- 
lish language. The few attempts toward an architec- 
tural cyclopedia have lacked that essential feature of a 
ready reference work—the alphabetical arrangement. 
But to attain to its fullest measure of usefulness a dic- 
tionary of architecture should be something more than 
the mere listing and definition of terms; it should be 
so designed that it will tell us the names of things 
which we know of but cannot at the moment name. 
This double function is found in the work under con- 
sideration and to it the work owes much of its practical 
value. For example, if one wants to know the proper 
term for the colonnade of seven columns he will find 
it under Columnar Architecture; an ordinary dictionary 
would only tell him that the word heptastyle means 
having seven columns, which naturally would be of no 
assistance in his ignorance of the word itself. 

The three volumes are profusely illustrated in line 
and halftone, and the type matter is admirably arranged 
and printed. It is hardly too much to say that an archi- 
tectural library is deficient if it lacks the Dictionary of 
Architecture and Building.

To PResERvVE FADING BLUEPRINTS 

In order to preserve blueprints which are apt to fade 
when brought into the sunlight or even in a strong 
light, without being in the direct sunlight, the following 
remedy is recommended by the American Machinist: 
Expose the prints until badly burned and then wash in 
clear water until all the emulsion is removed. While 
still wet lay print, with the blue side up, on a smooth 
surface, and by means of a paint brush cover the print 
smoothly with peroxide of hydrogen. This will bring 
out the background very blue and the lines perfectly 
white, and make a print that will not fade to any ex- 
tent in the sunshine.

The above volume forwarded to us by the publishers 
will no doubt be regarded by British architects as a de- 
sirable work that will enable them to avail of reference 
books the knowledge of which was heretofore lacking. 

We have throughout America, not only in our large 
cities, but in many smaller towns, collections of books 
on architectural subjects of the greatest value. To 
locate these by reference to many catalogues is only 
possible to the student. The busy man has no time for 
delving of this sort. 

If similar publications covering different States could 
be prepared, we believe its value to the architect would 
be invaluable. Local chapters of the A. I. A. through- 
out the country could profitably imitate this work and 
bestow a blessing not only on the student but upon the 
practising architect as well. 

We know that architects are all desirous of accumu- 
lating a library of reference works necessary in their 
practice, and meanwhile are ignorant of the fact that 
in their local libraries or other institutions where they 
have access are the very books needed, but which, 
through imperfect classification or poor indexing, they 
are unable to trace.

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TESTS OF REINFORCED CONCRETE BEAMS. 

The resistance to failure by shear and diagonal ten- 
sion and the effectiveness of metallic web reinforce- 
ment are discussed in Bulletin No. 29, Tests of Rein- 
forced Concrete Beams: Resistance to Web Stresses, 
by Arthur N. Talbot, just issued by the Engineering 
Experiment Station of the University of Illinois. This 
bulletin of 85 pages gives the results of tests made in 
the Laboratory of Applied Mechanics of the Univer- 
sity. The strength and quality of the concrete itself 
are shown to have a marked effect on web resistance, 
and the importance of securing a high grade of con- 
crete in beams subject to large web stresses, even if 
metallic web reinforcement is used, is brought out 
strongly. Data are given on which to base the age 
necessary to enable concrete to take shearing stresses. 
It is established that the less the ratio of length of span 
to depth of beam the greater the shearing resistance 
developed per unit of cross section, and also that the 
greater the amount of longitudinal reinforcement the 
greater the shearing resistance. Both effects depend 
upon added stiffness, a relation which has not been 
formulated before. Several types of web reinforce- 
ment were investigated, bent-up longitudinal bars of 
different forms, unit frames, vertical stirrups of dif- 
ferent sizes and proportions, smooth and deformed 
bars, etc. The notes and discussions given add to the 
value of the matter for those who wish to study the 
details of the tests. The analytical treatment of web 
stresses, the discussion of the experiments and the re- 
marks on proportioning stirrups may all be helpful to 
engineers. Although a considerable fund of informa- 
tion bearing on the part taken by the resistance of 
longitudinal reinforcement and the compressive resist- 
ance of concrete has accumulated, the data of web 
stresses are less definite and less complete. This 
monograph is therefore timely and it ought to take 
rank as an important contribution to the literature of 
reinforced concrete.

Output oF AMERICAN CEMENT 

Statistics prove conclusively that the output of Amer- 
ican cement works has more than doubled within the 
past five years, the actual figures for 1907 being 51 
million barrels as against 25 million barrels for the year 
1902. One reason for the extended manufacture of 
cement in the United States is the abundance of suit- 
able raw materials in almost every part of the country, 
and another is the increasing liking among architects 
and engineers for reinforced concrete and concrete 
block construction. 


LARGEST CATHEDRAL WINDOW IN THIS COUNTRY 

St. Mary’s Cathedral, Covington, Ky., is to have the 
largest cathedral window in the United States, and the 
second largest in the world: It will contain 1,500 square 
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feet of glass, only 100 feet less than that in a cathedral 
at Mecklenburg, Prussia. 

The window will have 16 large and 16 small panels. 
It portrays the life of the Virgin Mary.

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BELATED Honor to L’ENFANT. 

A great man’s memory may outlive his life a hundred 
years, and such seems to be the case of Major Pierre 
Charles L’Enfant, the young French engineer who 
landed in America in 1777, valiantly fought under 
Washington in the War of the Revolution, and subse- 
quently designed the plan of laying out the National 
Capital—a plan that has been closely adhered to in the 
development of that city, which has made it possible 
to establish what will eventually become the most beau- 
tiful city in the world. L’Enfant died and his body was 
laid to rest in an obscure, unmarked grave. After 
eighty-four years the nation awoke to a realization of 
his prescience and genius. With pomp and ceremony his 
remains were removed from the Riggs farm, where they 
were buried in 1825, and reinterred in beautiful Arling- 
ton Cemetery, over which will be erected a suitable 
monument. Military honors were accorded his remains. 
The casket in which they reposed rested upon an impos- 
ing catafalque in the Capitol, where thousands did honor 
to his memory. At the formal obsequies the President 
of the United States, the Vice President, members of 
the Cabinet and the Diplomatic Corps were present. 
Glowing eulogies were delivered; the solemn ritual of 
the Roman Catholic Church, of which he was a mem- 
ber, was read ;wreathes of roses and immortelles adorned 
his newly filled grave, “taps” were sounded, a military 
salute fired, and the name of L’Enfant was rescued 
from oblivion. Great as was the belated tribute, it was 
no more than he merited. While the present generation 
fully appreciates the value of his work, generations yet 
unborn will sing his praises as they behold the city re- 
splendent in the perfect fruition of his plan. Repub- 
lics may be tardy, but they are not ungrateful. L’Enfant 
gave his work as a legacy to posterity—posterity will 
keep his fame emblazoned upon the shrine of honor.

NOISELEss PLUMBING IN RESIDENCES. 

A very disagreeable feature of plumbing work in the 
home is the noise due to the operation of plumbing 
fixtures. In many residences the operation of the water 
closet in the bath room can be heard all over the build- 
ing. Such noise, however, is unnecessary, and can be 
avoided by intelligent design of the system and judicious 
selection of fixtures. Among the many closet combina- 
tions carried by the various manufacturers each manu- 
facturer has some one fixture which is less noisy than 
the rest, and for that reason is more suitable than the 
other fixtures for residence work. It is well to be ac- 
quainted with the various closets of the manufacturers, 
so that when a noiseless one is wanted it can be specified 
by catalogue plate and number. But even when the 
closet is noiseless in operation, noiseless plumbing is not 
assured unless the supply and waste pipes are likewise 
proportioned to their several uses. If the supply pipes 
are too small there will be a disagreeable hissing sound 
when water is being drawn, not only at closet fixtures 
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but at other points in the building. J urther, if the 
pressure is high, and properly designed faucets or suit- 
able air chambers are not provided, there will be a 
pounding noise when a faucet is closed, due to water 
hammer. These sources of trouble can be eliminated 
by using slow-closing faucets and large-size supply pipes 
to the various fixtures. 

The noise of water from closet fixtures flowing 
through the soil pipe can be decreased in volume by 
using 3-inch soil pipes in the partitions, and the remain- 
ing noise can be almost entirely done away with by fill- 
ing the space around the pipe and between the laths and 
plaster of the partition with some non-sound-conducting 
substance. Finally, the partitions around a bathroom 
should be soundproofed, and, so far as possible, doors 
for bathrooms should be used through which but little 
sound will pass—Modern Sanitation. 


A FIELD FOR SPECIALISTS. 

A singular and unfortunate situation is to be observed 
in connection with the growing popularity of concrete 
residences. For some years past certain interests have 
exploited the advantages of concrete in this field of con- 
struction with so much success that a rapidly increasing 
number of home builders are being impressed—and im- 
pressed so favorably that they are asking their architects 
for concrete houses. Some prospective builders have 
seen the very attractive concrete homes of their neigh- 
bors; the practical advantages of this kind of a home 
seem persuasive; and the architect produces some most 
charming designs. The site is selected, estimates are 
prepared, and—no one can be found to take the contract 
for the work. 

The necessity for more attention on the part of the 
contractor to the application of concrete in residence 
construction is emphasized daily. Inquiries from home 
builders requesting information and assistance are re- 
ceived constantly. Cement exterior veneers are com- 
monly resorted to when the difficulty of securing a con- 
tractor for a solid concrete structure is encountered. 
The situation pleases the plaster contractor and he wel- 
comes the opportunity. 

There is room for much progress and development in 
the direction suggested, and the field certainly presents a 
splendid business opportunity for specialists rather than 
the few general contracting firms now operating in it as 
occasion demands and conditions seem favorable. Ce- 
ment houses may yet become a predominating architec- 
tural type, but the practical problems involved in build- 
ing them will require a great deal of serious and intelli- 
gent study by the engineer and contractor.—Realty Rec- 
ord and Builder. 

BELATED RECOGNITION OF AN ARCHITECT. 

It is a pleasure to note that municipalities are not 
always ungrateful. There was recently unveiled in 
North Carolina’s capitol in Raleigh a portrait of David 
Paton, who designed and built the capitol building. The 
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presentation ceremony was the occasion for the gather- 
ing of North Carolina’s most distinguished men, and an 
eloquent tribute was paid to Mr. Paton in the presenta- 
tion speech made by Mr. Samuel A. Ashe, State His- 
torian. a 
The Capitol at Raleigh was built between the years of 
1833 and 1835, and was at the time of its erection one 
of the most notable public buildings in the United States.

A Nove. Expansion BoLt 

Expansion bolts are made in many styles and sizes. 
They are used whenever an object is to be fastened to 
brick, stone, marble, concrete, tile or slate. They are 
made in every conceivable size—from an eighth of an 
inch to two inches in diameter—for use with wood 
screws, machine screws, lag screws, and machine bolts. 
A rather novel expansion screw recently introduced con- 
sists of two parts—one an ordinary screw proper, and 
the other an expansion sleeve of lead composition. After 
the hole is drilled, the expansion sleeve is inserted and 
the screw thrust into the sleeve. As the screw is turned 
in with the screwdriver, the inner end of the expansion 
sleeve expands, and buries itself firmly into the material. 

A similar principle is adopted by a two-piece lag 
screw, which is used in large quantities by the Govern- 
ment. This particular lag screw is designed for use with 
all coach or lag screws from 5-32 inch to 1-32 inch in 
diameter.—Scientific American.

An 
attractive catalogue was issued by the Exhibition Com- 
mittee of the Club, which is designed along somewhat 
unusual lines.

BOOK NOTES 
FRENCH CHATEAUX AND GARDENS IN THE XVI CEN- 
tury. A Series of Reproductions of Contemporary 

Drawings Hitherto Unpublished. By Jacques An- 

drouet Cerceau. Selected and Described. With an 

Account of the Artist and His Works by W. H. Ward, 

M.A., A.R.I.B.A. 23 pages of plates, with descrip- 

tive text, size 11 x 16 inches. Price, $10 net. Lon- 

don: Bb. T. Batsford; New York: Charles Scribner’s 

Sons. 

It is a most fortunate thing for the architectural pro- 
fession throughout the world that W. H. Ward, in the 
course of certain researches on the Architecture of the 
French Renaissance, discovered in the British Museum 
the remarkable series of drawing by Jacques Androuet 
du Cerceau the elder, the most important of which have 
been grouped and republished in a very satisfactory way 
in the volume mentioned above. 

The evolution of architecture in France during the 
sixteenth century is one of the most interesting periods 
in the architectural development of that country. It 
includes the abortive style of Louis XII, the more dig- 
nified period of Francis I, with the matured Renaissance 
of Henry II, where the best elements are reduced to 
their characteristic features, as shown by the Louvre 
and contemporaneous works. This style may be said 
to have met its decadence under the reign of Henry III, 
the close of whose period finds representation in the 
Tuileries, Verneuil and Charleval. 

It would be interesting to know how these drawings 
escaped destruction during the many vicissitudes 
through which they passed up to the time they were 
sold by the descendants of du Cerceau, and the draw- 
ings found a resting place in the British Museum with 
the library of George III who, it is presumed, purchased 
them from some émigré. 

Jacques Androuet du Cerceau is a prominent figure 
in the artistic history of France. He was born about 
1510 near Orleans, and, while no accurate date of his 
death can be set down, the author believes that it was 
not beyond 1585. He was regarded as one of the most 
eminent practising architects of his century and, like 
other great architects, more work has been attributed to 
him than it was possible for him to have accomplished. 
It is certain, however, that he was most prolific, as the 
drawings now in the British Museum indicate a vast 
originality and a great capacity for actual achievement. 
The plates selected for reproduction in this splendid 
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work are those covering the most interesting examples 
of du Cerceau’s works, and among the most important 
are those of Gaillon, Blois, Bury, Chambord, St. Ger- 
main-en-Laye, Fontainebleau, Anet, the Louvre, the 
Tuileries, and Verneuil. In addition to the drawings, 
it shows a general perspective or a bird’s-eye view of 
different subjects and many sketches of details. The 
whole work and the manner of its reproduction reflects 
the greatest credit on the publishers ; and only those who 
are acquainted with the mechanical difficulties that con- 
front one in the reproduction of old and time-stained 
drawings will appreciate the technical skill that has been 
able to present these valuable memoranda in a clean-cut 
way that makes them available for easy reference and 
study. The work supplements everything that has been 
shown on this subject heretofore in such a manner that 
the architect’s library will not be complete in its repre- 
sentation of sixteenth century French architecture with- 
out a copy of this book.

INDUSTRIAL

About two miles from Tate toward the 
lower end of Long Swamp Valley are the 
quarries of the Georgia Marble Co. The 
mills and equipment of this company are 
complete in every way and the machinery 
used in getting out the marble is of the 
latest and most approved type. The present 
output is in excess of seventy-five thousand 
cubic feet a month. 

It is worthy of comment that while 
various quarries owned by this company 
range side by side along this valley, each 
one is distinctive and bears no relation in 
color to its neighbor on either hand. From 
the Etowah quarries is taken a beautiful 
stone ranging in delicate shades of pink. 
Its decorative possibilities when either sand 
rubbed or polished are of the highest char-

acter. The Candler Building at Atlanta, 
one of the most modern of the large office 
buildings erected in the South, has been 
decorated throughout its halls with this mar- 
ble and the effect appears to be satisfactory 
in the extreme. Few colored marbles quar- 
ried in this country can excel this pink 
Etowah as a decorative marble. 

Other Georgia Marble Company quarries 
are the Cherokee, which yield gray stone, 
ranging in tone from the lightest shade to 
dark, warm, blue-gray tones. A _ certain 
writer describing this stone apparently vis- 
ited these quarries under conditions similar 
to those (a rainy day) prevailing when the 
present writer viewed them, and he may be 
pardoned a rather superlative use of ad- 
jectives with which he surrounds the re- 
mark, which is hardly an exaggeration, that, 
“It is as if the mists of the mountains, 
among these foot hills of the Blue Ridge,

prisoned forever.” The Cherokee gray is a very beauti- 
ful marble and shares with the Etowah its decorative 
possibilities. 

There is a white marble from these quarries of the 
Georgia Marble Company that is worthy of comment.

BOOK NOTES 
THe Domestic ARCHITECTURE OF ENGLAND DuRING 

THE Tupor Periop. Illustrated in a series of photo- 

graphs and measured drawings of country mansions, 

manor houses and smaller buildings, accompanied by 
an historical and descriptive text including a large 
number of plans and details, by Thomas Garnet, 

Architect, and Arthur Stratton, Architect, Associate 

of the Royal Institute of British Architects, lecturer 

at Kings’ College, University of London. In three 
parts in portfolio.

Part two, of this monumental work has now been re- 
ceived and in character of illustration it fulfills the pre- 
diction made in our review of the first part (issue 
September 9, 1908, No. 1707) as to its great value to the 
profession. When we consider the varying fortunes that 
have beset the many examples of the Tudor Period, and 
the different uses to which they have been put, it is a 
source of wonder that they are standing to-day in as 
good a state of repair as they are. In fact these old 
buildings, in perfect harmony, present good combinations 
of timber, brick and stone, and are models for present 
day construction. It is interesting to read, in the very 
excellent text that accompanies this work, of the history 
of the owners of these buildings, and how intimately the 
family names are interwoven with the stern times of the 
reigns of the Tudors. In fact, the study of these land- 
marks carries with it valuable information of the political 
and social features of this period. 

Part two, of this number, presents many examples that 
have not, to our knowledge, been generally illustrated 
heretofore. A very valuable feature to the architect is 
the reproductions, on a large scale, of the more prom- 
inent details of the various subjects presented. The 
difficulties to be surmounted in the preparation of a work 
of this kind can be readily understood, as in many 
cases there are no family papers, no old plans of the 
houses or buildings preserved, and it is often difficult to 
fix with any exactness the date of the erection of the 
building. Many apparent additions, not only to the 
original plans, but in the application of detail, have been 
so skillfully effected that only the student of materials 
can determine just what part of the buildings form 
the original structure, or the dates of the various addi- 
tions. 

Many illustrations of the interior woodwork of this 
period, from the stately great hall of Hampton Court 
Palace, to many beautiful examples of the smaller houses 
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of the Tudor Period are reproduced. To the student of 
heraldry this paneling should be of great interest because 
it practically presents a record of the various owners or 
occupants of these stately dwellings. Aside from this, 
the decorative motives presented are so varied in their 
application and so very practical that, if for no other 
reason, this part of the work would present an essential 
of the architect’s working library. So thoroughly has 
the whole subject been considered and worked out, that 
even the wrought iron-work of the period and the splen- 
did examples of stained glass are thoroughly illustrated. 
What the Georgian Period is to Colonial architecture of 
this country, this work is to the Tudor Gothic of Eng- 
land. There never has been before, and probably there 
never will be again, such a collection of helpful ma- 
terials placed at the disposal of the architect.

There are two often quoted prophesies that have not 
as yet been fulfilled. One, that the introduction of elec- 
tric light would entirely do away with the use of gas 
for lighting, and the other, that the increasing use of 
concrete and other proof and fire-resisting materials in 
construction would lessen the demand for timber. In 
the latter instance it has been conclusively proven by 
statistics gathered by the government that, in spite of 
the increased use of other materials, timber is to-day 
used in larger quantities than ever before. So well is 
this fact understood that the lately organized commit- 
tee on the conservation of our National resources has 
found the timber problem the most important of the 
many that confront them. Mr. Batterden’s book is a 
comprehensive and instructive compilation of facts with 
reference to timber, not only in the United States, but 
in every country in the world where it is grown in 
marketable quantities. He has set down in an interest- 
ing way a great deal that is of value concerning the 
care of timber while growing, and the most approved 
methods of working it. In spite of its technical charac- 
ter, the book is a readable one, and will interest not 
only the student, but the practical man as well.

PROTEST AGAINST NEW YORK’S PRO- 
POSED NEW BUILDING CODE AS 
AFFECTING THE USE OF CEMENT 


At a hearing before the Committee on Buildings of 
the Board of Aldermen, New York, on the proposed 
new Building Code, Mr. Rudolph P. Miller, formerly 
chief engineer of the Bureau of Buildings, Manhattan, 
made the following statement as a protest against what 
was considered the unjust and unnecessary discrimina- 
tion against natural cement in both the majority and 
minority reports. 


When natural cements are spoken of, the cements heretofore 
commonly known as Rosendale cements are meant. Both terms 
(natural and Rosendale) are indiscriminately used in the 
majority and minority reports, and the commission must have 
considered the terms interchangeable. 

The natural cement industry is not as extensive as the Port- 
land cement industry, but it is an older industry and one that 
has an honorable past record. The towers of the Brooklyn 
Bridge and Washington Viaduct are built with natural cement. 
The fact that in large and important engineering works, in- 
cluding heavy building construction, Portland cement has, to 
some extent, displaced natural cement, is no reason why the use 
of natural cement should be barred from such building con- 
struction in which it can be shown to be a suitable and safe 
element. 

It would be supposed from the fact that certain sections of 
the proposed code (majority and minority reports) prescribe 
the allowable stresses for natural cement concretes and for 
brickwork in natural cement mortar, that the Building Code 
Revision Commission considered it safe and proper to use 
natural cement in building construction under the restrictions 
laid down in these sections (Sec. 70 Maj., Sec. 47 and 48 Min.). 
But when the requirements for concretes and mortar in their 
various applications are considered, it is found that the use of 
natural cement is practically barred. 

If it could be justly held that the material is not fit for use 
under any circumstances, these limitations and restrictions 
might be justifiable. But, in that case, all references to the 
material should be omitted from the code. The conclusion that 
there is a veiled discrimination against the material is quite as 
easily drawn as in the case of reinforced concrete. 

In case either report is adopted, no cement can be used in 
building operations unless it has been tested under the super- 
vision of the Superintendent of Buildings and has met the 
rigid requirements of the standard specification of the American 
Society for Testing Materials, which are incorporated bodily 
in the minority report and by implication in the majority report. 
(Sec. 62 Maj., Sec. 35 Min.) 

No objection is made to these requirements, as it is con- 
fidently felt that the natural cements in the New York market 
can meet them. It is to the interests of the manufacturers of 
natural cement that only good and satisfactory material shall 
be allowed. 

Neither is there any serious objection raised to the working 
stresses fixed in these reports (Sec. 70 Maj., Sec. 47 and 48 
Min.) for natural cement concretes and masonry in natural 
cement mortar, and this, in spite of the fact that those working 
stresses are reduced by 15 to 35 per cent. below the working 
stresses fixed by the present building code. 

I do not know any failures in building construction in this 
or any other city directly attributable to the use of natural 
cement under the stresses at present allowed. I know of no 
tests in recent years that justify the proposed reduction in 
working stresses. It is, therefore, asked that the subject of 


working stresses be reconsidered and those of the present 
building code adopted. 

Even though this request should be decided unfavorably, 
we most earnestly request the inclusion of a working stress in 
compression for rubble stonework in natural cement mortar, 
and would submit as the proper figure for that stress 80 pounds 
per square inch. 

By the separate provisions of the code (both reports being 
alike in these respects) natural cement is excluded from use, 
and only Portland cement permitted for concrete in footings 
(Sec. 64 and 102 Maj., Sec. 37 and 64 Min.), for mortar in 
foundation walls (Sec. 94 and 102 Maj., Sec. 57 and 64 Min.), 
in piers (Sec. 99 Maj., Sec. 61 Min.), in skeleton enclosure 
walls (Sec. 104 Maj., Sec. 67 Min.), in curtain walls (Sec. 105 
Maj., Sec. 68 Min.), in wall linings (Sec. 110 Maj., Sec. 72 
Min.) and in hollow block walls outside the fire limits (Sec. 131 
Maj., Sec. 146 Min.). 

This, we protest, is an unfair discrimination against natural 
cement in that it allows the use of that material only in com- 
petition with lime. Furthermore, it favors the creation of a 
monopoly for the Portland cement industry with a consequent 
increase in price of that material. 

It is not proposed to ask the use of natural cement in any 
place where it is not capable of safely doing its work. It is 
not proposed to use it in reinforced concrete, or in concrete 
piles. It is asked, however, that natural cement should be per- 
mitted in all masonry construction when it is fully equal to the 
work under the limitations of working stresses as proposed in 
the code. When this is possible, the taxpayer should have 
whatever benefit there may be in its use, and he should not be 
compelled to use another material when this one is equal to the 
requirements. 

Under the provisions of the proposed code the use of natural 
cement would be prohibited in the foundation walls of ordinary 
non-fireproof tenement houses, dwellings and business build- 
ings, and even of frame buildings. 

A little calculation will show that the compression on a 
stone foundation wall of the tallest possible non-fireproof 
dwelling, under the severest conditions, is not more than 76 
pounds per square inch, well within a safe working stress for 
natural cement mortar. If the foundation walls be of brick, 
then the maximum stress under the same conditions would be 
&4 pounds per square inch, less than one-half the capacity of 
the masonry in natural cement mortar as given in the proposed 
code (Sec. 70 Maj., Sec. 48 Min.). 

In the case of a six-story non-fireproof business building 
designed for live loads of 150 pounds per square foot of floor 
surface, the maximum stress under the severest ‘conditions, on 
the brick foundation wall in natural cement mortar would be 
136 pounds per square inch, or about three-fourths of the 
working stress proposed in these new codes. 

And these working stresses, be it remembered, are less than 
permitted at the present time, without any reason for question- 
ing their propriety. 

Should an owner, taxpayer, or builder, under the circum- 
stances, be compelled to use a more expensive, even though 
stronger, material ? 

It may be argued that Portland cement being the stronger 
material can be used at the same cost as natural cement, be- 
cause less need be used. Even if this were true, it would be 
wrong in principle to exclude a suitable and safe material. 
But it is not true, for the same proportions hold for the mix- 
ture of the two mortars, and the difference in cost between 
the two materials is an appreciable one. 

What is asked here is simply that the proposed code (and 
both reports are essentially alike on the matter under considera- 
tion) be so amended as to permit the use of a legitimate and 
safe building material, meeting the rigid specifications as to 
quality and the limitations as to stresses fixed in the respective 
sections of the proposed code. 
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RHODE ISLAND CHAPTER OF THE A. I. A. 


Some weeks ago we mentioned in an article a new 
and interesting custom that had just been established 
in the Rhode Island Chapter. This was the holding of 
competitions on regular meeting nights, for the purpose 
of solving some small problem of town planning. At 
the first meeting the members brought their drawing 
boards and instruments, and laid out a plan for a work- 
ingman’s village to be located near a manufacturing 
center. 

The practice met with such satisfaction throughout 
the chapter that another competition was held at the 
last meeting, having for its subject, “A Typical Sub- 
urban Plot Upon the Water Front.’’ After the draw- 
ings were completed and discussed in open meeting, Mr. 
Frederick L. Olmsted, Mr. Charleton D. Putnam, en- 
gineer of the Providence Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion, and Mr. H. A. Parker were appointed as a com- 
mittee of award to pass upon the drawings. The 
members had been requested to consider the develop- 
ment of an area adjoining the built-up part of Paw- 
tuxet, and overlooking the bay south of Pawtuxet cove. 
They were requested to keep in mind the development 
with relation to the natural and probable requirements 
of such a place, the provision of roads and transporta- 
tion facilities, the layout of streets, with proper consid- 
eration in regard to contour of the land and the pre- 
servation of certain features of interest. The character 
of the work was to be that best suited to the needs of 
such a class of people as that which has already settled 
near by. The Committee of Award decided that, in gen- 
eral excellence, the idea suggested in the plan of Mr. 
Norman M. Isham was the best of the lot, although its 
combination with features of other designs presented 
was felt to be advantageous for an ideal solution of the 
problem. All of the plans showed a main drive, parallel 
to the water front, with a strip of public shore reserva- 
tion between the road and the water.

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This Boy’s Sensible Defence 











This was no thick-headed or dull-spirited boy. He 
was wholly American in his demand for impartial justice 
and in his sense of the just proportion of things. He 
went to his desk and returned with a book. “ This,”’ 
he said, “ you have given me to study and practise. It is 
‘Hygiene.’ Hygiene is the seience of health. -With 
your permission, Miss Jones, I will read some paragraphs.’ 


And this is what the boy read: 


Public hygiene is care for the surroundings of man, and in 
all indoor life ventilation must be considered. 

Control of air spaces in public buildings, such as hospitals, 
asylums, orphanages, lecture rooms, theatres, and Schools must 
be made absolute. 

Ventilation has for its object the maintenance of a pure air 
supply indoors. 

The vitiation of air due ‘to impurities added to it by respir- 
ation is a subject of great moment. 

Oxygen is the vital principle of air. 

Carbonic acid is the gas formed by the tissues and exhaled by 
the lungs, and which, in too great a quantity, causes death 

In order to supply an individual with a requisite amount of 
air having a normal percentage of oxygen 3,000 cubic feet must 
be furnished him per hour. 

Failure to maintain this oxygen suppiy produces a change in 
the gaseous pressure in the lungs, as well as a lowering of the 
vital principle of the air supply, both of which create serious 
physical and mental disturbance when carried too far. 


Then laying down the book, the boy said: “I started 
to go fishing, Miss Jones, because I have, according to this 
book, the right to 3,000 cubic feet of fresh air an hour, 
and this school does not give it to me..” 

The principal raised her eyes and covered that school 
room! Was this boy right? Was he justified in refusing 
to permit architects, which assumed to control his boy 
life, to break down his health? 

She saw a room originally intended for fifty children into 
which a hundred were crowded. There was a great 
huddle of them, some seated on boxes, some on boards 
placed across the aisles. The windows were stingy in the 
matter of width. Here and there were splotches of paper 
to hide the missing panes. 
whole place was grimy. 
There was the heavy odor of a hundred breaths. She 
knew from her own faintness and the pallor of her cheek 
that “oxygen is the vital principle of the air,’’ and she, 
too,was not gettingit. “ You may go to your seat, John,” 
she quietly said.

Fire-Resisting Residences. 





At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,000 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage..,We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITIONS. 
REGULATIONS PROPOSED FOR NEw YorK STATE WorK. 


The question of the proper conduct of architectural 
competitions for New York State work has come up 
again in the form of a bill that has been introduced in 
the Senate by Mr. Wainwright, and in the Assembly by 
Mr. Merritt, and which embodies regulations that have 
been approved by New York Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects. This same bill passed the As- 
sembly last year, but failed in the Senate. The move- 
ment for adequate regulations to govern architectural 
competitions for State work grew out of the competi- 
tion for the new Sing Sing prison, which was not con- 
ducted in a manner that the State Architect was able to 
commend. 

The bill is an amendment to the Public Buildings 
Law, particularly Chapter 48, of the laws of 1908; and 
in essential substance it provides, as a preliminary, that 
it shall be the duty of the State Architect to “prepare 
the drawings and specifications, and supervise and con- 
trol as architect the construction of all new buildings 
erected at the expense of the State,” and all additions 
and alterations thereto. He is also to see that the ma- 
terials furnished and the work performed in construct- 
ing, altering and improving any such building are in ac- 
cordance with such drawings and specifications, and 
that the interests of the State are fully protected. 

No municipality shall under the law have the power 
to modify or change the plans or specifications for a 
State building, or require anybody employed on such 
work to perform his work in a different manner. The 
State Architect, furthermore, is required to prepare 
regular and standard forms of contracts, to be approved 
by the Attorney General, which shall be used in all work 
let by contract, and no payment shall be made except 
upon his regular certificate. 

The chapter is then further amended by inserting af- 
ter Section 8 four new sections. Section 9 provides for 
the appointment of architects by the Governor. When- 
ever a building or group of buildings, the proposed cost 
of which shall not exceed two hundred thousand dollars, 
is to be erected at the expense of the State, the Gover- 
nor is authorized at his discretion, and when requested 
by the State Architect, to appoint an architect or firm 
of architects, to prepare the drawings and supervise the 
erection thereof. For such services the compensation 
shall be determined by the schedule of charges of the 
American Institute of Architects. 

CoMPETITIONS. 

Section 10 authorizes the Governor at his dis-re- 
tion to direct the Supervising Architect to obtain plans, 
drawings and specifications for the erection of any pub- 
lic building for the State of New York (together with 
the supervision of the construction thereof) by compe- 
tition among architects. All competitions so ordered, 
and all competitions hereafter ordered by the Legisla- 
ture for such work, shall be under the supervision of the 
State Architect and on such terms and conditions as 
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he may prescribe, subject to the written approval of the 
Governor. “Provided, however, that the competitors in 
each competition, not less than five in number, shall be 
invited by the Governor, and that any other architects 
so desiring shall be allowed to compete without such in- 
vitation, who can give proof to the commission of award, 
hereinafter referred to, of possessing requisite skill and 
ability to execute the work.” 

Section 11 treats of the remuneration to the competi- 
tors. Briefly, a sum not exceeding one thousand dol- 
lars is to be paid to each one invited, and the three 
placed highest among those competing without invita- 
tion are each to receive a prize equal in amount to the 
fee paid the invited competitors. In each competition 
the designs shall be judged by a commission of award 
to consist of three members, one being the State Archi- 
tect and two appointed by the Governor, one of whom 
shall be a member of the commission under the jurisdic- 
tion of which the building is to be erected, and one an 
architect to be selected from a list of six chosen jointly 
by the invited architects. The compensation of the suc- 
cessful architect is to be determined by the schedule of 
charges of the American Institute of Architects. Each 
member of the commission of award not in receipt of a 
salary from the State is to receive for his services a fee 
not to exceed five hundred dollars. The fees and prizes 
are to be paid from the appropriation for the building, 
and the general supervision of the work of erection shall 
be exercised by the State Architect—Record and Guide.

THe CesspooL AND Its DANGERS 

Under the above title Mr. Burton J. Ashley presented 
a paper before the fourth annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Society of Inspectors of Plumbing and Sanitary 
Engineers, held at Omaha, Feb. 8-10. Mr. Ashley 
pointed out the fallacy of considering the cesspool a 
method of sewage purification, as it simply provided a 
convenient collection point for the sewage before it 
percolated into the ground. The cesspool offers no 
chance for the aeration of the sewage so essential to 
free it from a dangerous condition. He also pointed 
out the danger which cesspools offer to the contamina- 
tion of the wells which are the ordinary source of 
water supply where no sewer system is in existence. 
Many illustrations of such contamination were given 
and cases were cited where typhoid fever and deaths 
had followed such contamination. Mr. Ashley made 
a strong plea to have designers and owners of country 
and suburban places follow modern sanitary science 
and provide proper and safe methods of sewage dis- 
posal, and recommended some form of the septic tank. 
After treatment in such a tank the effluent can perco- 
late through the ground without endangering the water 
supply.

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city ‘buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,090 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our ¢ivilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage.--We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,090 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 





easiest to work, and those of larger experience - 


and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage... We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city buildings. For ali small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,090 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage..,We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

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BELATED HONoRk to L’ENFANT. 

A great man’s memory may outlive his life a hundred 
years, and such seems to be the case of Major Pierre 
Charles L’Enfant, the. young French engineer who 
landed in America in 1777, valiantly fought under 
Washington in the War of the Revolution, and subse- 
quently designed the plan of laying out the National 
Capital—a plan that has been closely adhered ‘to in the 
development of that city, which has made it possible 
to establish what will eventually become the most beau- 
tiful city in the world. L’Enfant died and his body was 
laid to rest in an obscure, unmarked grave. After 
eighty-four years the nation awoke to a realization of 
his prescience and genius. With pomp and ceremony his 
remains were removed from the Riggs farm, where they 
were buried in 1825, and reinterred in beautiful Arling- 
ton Cemetery, over which will be erected a suitable 
monument. Military honors were accorded his remains. 
The casket in which they reposed rested upon an impos- 
ing catafalque in the Capitol, where thousands did honor 
to his memory. At the formal obsequies the President 
of the United States, the Vice President, members. of 
the Cabinet and the Diplomatic Corps were present. 
Glowing eulogies were delivered; the solemn ritual of 
the Roman Catholic Church, of which he was a mem- 
ber, was read ;wreathes of roses and immortelles adorned 
his newly filled grave, “taps” were sounded, a military 
salute fired, and the name of L’Enfant was rescued 
from oblivion. Great as was the belated tribute, it was 


no more than he merited. While the present generation 
fully appreciates the value of his: work, generations yet 
unborn will sing his praises as they behold the city re- 


splendent in the perfect fruition of his plan. Repub- 
lics may be tardy, but they are not ungrateful. L’ Enfant 
gave his work as a legacy to posterity—posterity will 
keep his fame emblazoned upon the shrine of honor.— 
National Contractor and Builder. 


NOISELESs PLUMBING IN RESIDENCES. 

A very disagreeable feature of plumbing work in the 
home’ is the noise due to the operation of plumbing 
fixtures. In many residences the operation of the water 
closet in the bath room can be heard all over the build- 
ing. Such noise, however, is unnecessary, and can be 
avoided by intelligent design of the system and judicious 
seléction of fixtures. Among the many closet combina- 
tions carried by the various manufacturers each manu- 
facturer has some one fixture which is less noisy than 
the’ rest, and for that reason is more suitable than the 
other fixtures for residence work. It is well to be ac- 
quainted with the various closets of the manufacturers, 
so that when a noiseless one is wanted it can be specified 
by catalogue plate and number. But even when the 
closet is noiseless in operation, noiseless plumbing is not 
assured unless the supply and waste pipes are likewise 
proportioned to their several uses. If the supply pipes 
are too small there will be a disagreeable hissing sound 
when: water is being drawn, not only at closet fixtures 
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but at other points in the building. Further, if the 
pressure is high, and properly designed faucets or suit- 
able air chambers are not provided, there will be a 
pounding noise when a faucet is closed, due to water 
hammer. These sources of trouble can be eliminated 
by using slow-closing faucets and large-size supply pipes 
to the various fixtures. 

The noise of water from closet fixtures flowing 
through the soil pipe can be decreased in volume by 
using 3-inch soil pipes in the partitions, and the remain- 
ing noise can be almost entirely done away with by fill- 
ing the space around the pipe and between the laths and 
plaster of the partition with some non-sound-conducting 
substance. Finally, the partitions around a bathroom 
should be soundproofed, and, so far as possible, doors 
for bathrooms should be used through which but little 
sound will pass.—.Vodern Sanitation. 


A FIELD FOR SPECIALISTS. 

A singular and unfortunate situation is to be observed 
in connection with the growing popularity of concrete 
residences. For some years past certain interests have 
exploited the advantages of concrete in this field of con- 
struction with so much success that a rapidly increasing 
number of home builders are being impressed—and im- 
pressed so favorably that they are asking their architects 
for concrete houses. Some prospective builders have 
seen the very attractive concrete homes of their neigh- 
bors; the practical advantages of this kind of a home 
seem persuasive; and the architect produces some most 
charming designs. The site is selected, estimates are 
prepared, and—no one can be found to take the contract 
for the work. 

The necessity for more attention on the part of the 
contractor to the application of concrete in residence 
construction is emphasized daily. Inquiries from home 
builders requesting information and assistance are re- 
ceived constantly. Cement exterior veneers are com- 
monly resorted to when the difficulty of securing a con- 
tractor for a solid concrete structure is encountered. 
The situation pleases the plaster contractor and he wel- 
comes the opportunity. 

There is room for much progress and development in 
the direction suggested, and the field certainly presents a 
splendid business opportunity for specialists rather than 
the few general contracting firms now operating in it as 
occasion demands and conditions seem favorable. Ce- 
ment houses may yet become a predominating architec- 
tural type, but the practical problems involved in build- 
ing them will require a great deal of serious and intelli- 
gent study by the engineer and contractor.—Realty Rec- 
ord and Builder. 


BELATED RECOGNITION OF AN ARCHITECT. 

It is a pleasure to note that municipalities are not 
always ungrateful. There was recently unveiled in 
North Carolina’s capitol in Raleigh a portrait of David 
Paton, who designed and built the capitol building. The 
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presentation ceremony was the occasion for the gather-. 


ing of North Carolina’s most distinguished men, and an 
eloquent tribute was paid to-Mr. Paton-in the-presenta- 
tion speech made by Mr. Samuel A. Ashe, State His- 
torian. 

The Capitol at Raleigh was built between the years of 
1833 and 1835, and was at the time of its erection one 
of the most notable public buildings in the United States.

About two miles from Tate toward the 
lower end of Long Swamp Valley are the 
quarries of the Georgia Marble Co. The 
mills and equipment of this company are 
complete in every way and the machinery 
used in getting out the marble is of the 
latest and most approved type.

The Candler Building at Atlanta, 
one of the most modern of the large office 
buildings erected in the South, has been 
decorated throughout its halls with this mar- 
ble and the effect appears to be satisfactory 
in the extreme. Few colored marbles quar- 
ried in this country can excel this pink 
Etowah as a decorative marble. 

Other Georgia Marble Company quarries 
are the Cherokee, which yield gray stone, 
ranging in tone from the lightest shade to 
dark, warm, blue-gray tones.

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city ‘buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,090 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage..-We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

At the present time the probleiu of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,090 years: 
wood, brick and stone; alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage... We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress bas taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses
